town Sheet & Tube Company, it is the intention 
of that concern to install the eight-hour day for 
all its workmen before the end of the current 
year. Notwithstanding the difficulty that is like- 
ly to be encountered in securing the additional 


! laborers and the probable higher costs, this 


manufacturer of steel declares it will conform to 
the demands of the public and abandon the long 
working day. 


"This is the kind of a statement the public 


— - would like to read from Judge Gary and the tre- 


mendous steel interests he represents. This talk 
of waiting until conditions are favorable and a 
surplus of labor is available is unconvincing. 
It 


tends in fact to confirm the belief that the steel 
corporation will adhere to its present inhumane ' 
labor policy just as long as it can. 


"If Gary meant what he said when he wrote 


to President Harding he will like other steel mak- 
ers fix a time, after which the twelve-hour day 
and the seven-day week will be no more. Until 


. such a date is fixed, the public will be pardoned

The position which France is placing herself in, in 


relation to Germany, we believe to be one open to con- 
sitierable criticism and misinterpretation. IVance is 
farcing Germany really to surrender over again, and in 
the light of Germany's attitude on payment there is 
much to be said on behalf of the French position. 


We are now informed that Germany would at once 


withdraw all resistance on the Ruhr if she knew exactly 
what France was to demand of her and what she would 
demand as security. Poincare, however, will give no 
«uch assurance. He wants the surrender of Germany 
to be abject. He proposes to make it so. In this 
France has the goodwill and co-operation of very few. 
Great Britain is decidedly opposed to it, and of course, 
it does not make for a condition of mind toward per- 
manent peace. 


At the same time, we should bear in mind that they 


nave tried everything else but this. Germany has per- 
sistently refused in good faith to do her best, and it is 
possible that the attitude that France has assumed will 
in the end be the wisest one for Germany as well as for 
France, for the matter must be settled to help the 
finances of Germany and France, and aid to that extent 
in re-establishing the financial equilibrium.

Lumber conservations, as prac-
